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T/^e Defcription of a Monftroufs Child, born Friday 
the 29/^. of February l684, at a Village called 
Heifagger , diUant about ^ EngWh miles from 
Hatterflebcn ^ a Towh in South-]xxt\zn^ ^ under 
the King of Denmark's Dominion^ communicated 
by Mr. Chriftopher Krahe, a member of the Ec^ 
clefiaflical Confijlory and Provofi of all the Church- 
es belonging to thefaidDiocefs. 

THe Mother of this Child being married to a Soul- 
dier or Trooper oi Colonel Gambs Regiment, it 
is fuppofed Ihe had feen fome body wounded or disfi- 
gured in the fame manner, as it doth appear at the 
Child's Leg or Foot. At the left Leg Ftg^ 13. iVl i. 
there was to be feen an oblong round piece of flefh 
of a brown and blew colour, at the extremities fome- 
what fliarpened, which was joyned to the Calf of the 
Leg, J\r. 2. and could be moved or put out and in from i. 
to 3. that other piece of flefli 4. was oi the fame co- 
lour, but faft'nedto the Leg, fo that it could not be 
difplaced- At the right foot it hath <5 Toes, that N. 7. 
was like a Bulht of a Piftol, which did hang loofly to 
the Leg, I^. 8. another Bullet fomewhat bigger. The 
face did look pretty old , as if it had been of 3 y or 
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40 years of age* iST. f^ and 6. at the forehead there 
have been obYerved fuch Excrefcencies as if it were 
artificial Laces : which the Painter , who 3 days after 
it was dead did draw the Scheme, teftifieth to have 
been almoft fpoile ' or rotten , by the touching of fo 
maiv'^iooor veopi that went to fee this Creature* But 
before, v^ he head of the Child was turned againft 
the light or the Sun, thefe phyfical laces fcemed to 
be very artificially done. With the left Eye it did look 
fiercely, keeping that other clofe. Behind the head, 
there was a fhape like a Hood or 
which women commonly do were, 
gured like as the Scheme flieweth, 
or joynts. The Tail , which was ftrangely grown out 
of the back-part, N. 9. was a quarter of a Sealandijh Ell 
long. The Mother of this Child being aged about 
40 years, hath had formerly % other Sons, now of ? 
and 9 years of Age, which are very well fhiped and 
ftill a live : but this Monjier , after it had cryed out 2 
or i times, died preiently.
